The country is full of talk ab out the money system. 
Many persons have assumed there will b e sooner or 
later a disastrous climax of inflation. 
Others seem 
scarcely ab le to wait for the climax, b ecause they 
apparently b elieve it will b last open the gateway to 
Utopia. 
The great majority, as usual, b eing neither 
frightened nor confident, are going along more or 
less placidly, depending on the Judgment of money 
experts and officinls to guide the nation through In­ 
tricacies which they do not understand. 
Echoes of their discussion are confusing. 
Experts 
argue ab out the relative merits of a gold b ase 
a 
silver b ase and a commodity b ase Inflationists shout 
their 
rosy 
promises. 
Anti-inflationists 
moan 
prophecies of disaster. 
Pub lic officials seem to find 
it hard to choose among the doctrines of the acade­ 
micians. 
Sometimes 
pub lic 
confidence is shaken, 
when It seems the experts und officials are as puzzled 
as those whom they profess to b e ab le to guide 
It is a reminder that the ultimate b asis of any 
monetary system is confidence. 
All the formulas of 
the experts and the 
panaceas of the pill peddlers art* 
b ut means of maintaining, creating or restoring con­ 
fidence. 
They are good or b ad. according to their 
success or failure.

conceivab le that a good 
remedy might fail b ecause it lacked confidence or 
that a questionab le remedy might seem to b e ef­ 
fective b ecause it inspired confidence. 
Yet, there 
is no way to measure confidencc.

It consists in b elief in the sanity and soundness 
of government.

By means of charts it was shown 
that nearly 50 per rent of the total 
killed last y ear were pedestrians, 
and that nearly half of them were 
attempting to cross in the middle 
of the block, Instead of at a regu­ 
lar crossing. 
The speaker further 
emphasized that sevsn per cent 
of 
those killed at crossings were dis­ 
obey ing 
signals.

IN FATAL FIRE 


Incendiarism Is Hinted As 
7 Bodies Are Recov ­ 
ered In Ruins 


SAN BERNADINO, Calif . Feb 4 
- Possible Incendiarism was consid­ 
ered by officials today as they hunt­ 
ed for additional 
bodies 
in 
the 
charred ruins of a Parker dam con­ 
struction camp doiTiiitory where at 
least seven men died in a raging 
fire y esterday 
Twenty one of the 140 housed In 
the dormitory still were unaccount­ 
ed for. Four others were near death 
from burns suffered when Are rav­ 
aged the building while they slept. 
May Hav e left Camp 
Officials said it was possible a 
number of the missing men had es­ 
caped from the burning building 
and left camp without notify ing 
those in charge 
The possibility that a disgruntled 
workman may have fltcd the build­ 
ing was Investigated by Norman P 
Henderson. San Bernardino district 
attorney 's investigator. 
A threat against, officials of the 
camp was made three weeks ago by 
a workman who was ejeeted for in­ 
tox ication, Henderson reported. He 
said attendants 
had 
notired the 
same man In camp shortly before 
y esterday 's fire. 
Recent attem pts by 
radicals 
to 
spread labor discontent among the 
employ es of the six companies, con­ 
tractors for the Colorado river pro­ 
ject, were recalled by officials today 
but they Insisted no one was under 
suspicion. 
Pumps were set up today to drain 
the dormitory ’s flooded basement 
where investigators .said several men 
may have been trapped as they 
raced through the smoke choked 
halls of the building. 
Three of the seven bodies recov­ 
ered were so badly burned officials 
doubted if identification ever could
